Blevins 
disappeared befo re 
the 
affidavits 
were filed and never came back until 
o ne day recently when he was seen in 
Co nnersville and arrested by the po ­ 
lice. 
He was 
arraigned in 
8quire 
Cates’ co urt and his trial was set fo r 
to mo rro w. 
The Co nnersville 
News 
has the fo llo wing to say co ncerning 
the arrest. 
The affidavits were swo rn o ut by 


Misses Mary and Jo sephine Culbert­ 
so n. 
One charges assault and bat­ 
tery upo n Anna Culbertso n, ano ther 
charges the same o ffense upo n Mary 
Culbertso n herself. The third charge 
which was swo rn o ut by Jo sephine 
Culbertso n, is that o f assault and 
battery with intent to kill upo n her­ 
self. 
Blevins was 
arraigned, 
pleaded 
guilty to the first two charges, but 
the wo men against who m the o ffenses 
had been co mmitted were no t in co urt 
and Justice Cates po stpo ned judg­ 
ment in the case until he co uld ascer­ 
tain fro m them the extent o f their in­ 
juries. To the charge o f assault and 
battery , with intent to kill, the accus- 
ed pleaded no t guilty . He gave bo nd 
in the sum o f $50 fo r his appearance 
Thursday mo rning, at 9 o ’clo ck, when 
the matters will be settled. Also he 
gave $500 
bo nd to appear o n 
the 
same date fo r trial o n the mo re seri­ 
o us charge. 
The cases are the result o f a dis­ 
turbance which happened o n the Cul­ 
bertso n farm one* evening last July . 
The particulars never came to light, 
but it is j understo o d that 
Blevins 
whipped ar co w which he was try ing 
to milk and that the wo men, o ne at a 
time, came o ut to remo nstrate with 
him.

the co w to tho se who were try ing to 
pro tect her. Blevins is said to have 
left the neighbo rho o d the same even­ 
ing.

Apricot Charlotte One of the Best—■

Blend of Tea— Lemon Custard 


Popular. 


To vary the summer dessert course, 
some time, try apricot charlotte. This 
is a worth-while sweet that is not dif­ 
ficult to do. 
For it you must dissolve a third of a 
package of gelatin in cold water and 
add. after stirring, a cup of boiling 
water, also three-fourths of a cup of 
sugar. juice of one lemon and a cup of 
apricot pulp from which all traces of 
stones and skin have been removed. 
When it is cooled stir in a cup or 
stiffly whipped cream and put in the 
icebox until cold, after which it is 
ready to serve at any time. 
Some day, for a change, flavor the 
gelatin with a good blend of tea. Even 
those who do not ordinarily care for 
the cup that cheers areK likely to fall 
in love with it in this form. 
Soak two-thirds 
of 
a 
two-ounce 
package of gelatin in 
enough 
cold 
water to dissolve. Pour over this one 
pint of hot tea, made strong, add a 
scant cupful of sugar and the juice 
of two lemons. 
Strain 
and 
mold. 
'After cooling put on the ice to thor­ 
oughly chill and serve with whipped 
cream. 
Cool jellies, rennets and frozen com­ 
pounds, that slip down easily and re­ 
fresh as they go, seem the Ideal dee- 
serts for hot ■weather, but there are 
always cool days when an oven dinner 
is substituted for the usual cold one, 
and for one of these occasions blue­ 
berry pudding Is apt to figure, since 
only in summer are the piquant ber­ 
ries available.

have three teaspoons of baking pow­ 
der sifted in it. About a cup of milk 
will be required. Flavor with a little 
nutmeg and add more flour* if neces­ 
sary to make a soft batter. At the last 
fold in the whites beaten stiff and one 
quart 
of blueberries 
dredged 
with 
flour. 
Bake half an hour. 
For the 
sauce cream a fourth cup of butter 
with a cup of sugar and add a cup of 
stoned red cherries mixed through. 
For lemon custard sweeten two cups 
of milk with two ounces of sugar and 
the thin grated peel of half a lemon, 
odd two inches of stick cinnamon and 
boil up. Beat well in a separate bowl 
.our eggs, then pour in upon them the 
milk, little by little, not having it too 
hot. 
Strain through a fine sieve into 
a plain mold which afterward stand in 
a corered pan containing just a little 
water. Put on the fire and let it sim­ 
mer for 20 minutes or until it has set. 
Take out immediately, cool and chill 
near the ice. 
Serve with cream and pass candied 
lemon peel with it, or instead of the 
cream you may use this very simple 
sauce: 
Half a pint of water sweet­ 
ened with two ounces of sugar and 
boiled down one-half. 
Use very cold.

APrepared in the German way, a^ple 
sauce becomes a dinner dessert rath­ 
er than, as with us, a breakfast or 
luncheon relish.

The Wash Tub.—Did y ou ever try 
paraffin for mending a leaky wash 
tub? When ours sprung a leak some 
time ago we emptied it, dried it well 
with a cloth, and poured melted paraf­ 
fin around the cracks. 
It has been in 
constant use ever since without leak­ 
ing. 
When the washing is done the tub 
should be put upside down on the 
basement floor, a little w ater poured 
over the bottom, and they never will 
dry out and fall to pieces. 
The Wash Boiler.—When 
putting 
the boiler away , wipe it as dry as pos­ 
sible and alway s plac* it upside down. 
In this way it will last for y ears. This 
hint was given me by an old boiler 
mender and I never have had to have 
my boiler repaired since. 
To Wash Clothes Lines.—A good 
way to wash clothes lines is to wind 
them on a long board and scrub them 
with a scrubbing brush. You will find 
that in this way y ou keep them from 
gening tangled. It is so hard to wind 
them when y ou wash them In the tub. 
Fading Caused by Hot 
Irons.—Fa­ 
ding is caused by too hot irons. 
The 
fading of colored articles is due often 
not to the washing, but the ironing. 
Too hot irons are used directly on the 
m aterial and this will fade delicate 
colors more than any amount of wash­ 
ing. 
The effect is even worse than 
strong sunlight. 
Be sure that the ar­ 
ticle is evenly dampened and that the 
iron is only hot enough to smooth the 
wrinkles properly by firm, eve» pres­ 
sure and y ou will have no more trou­ 
ble from fading. 
Skirts must never 
be ironed across the gores, but up and 
down; otherwise the fit of the garm ent 
is ruined.—Chicago Tribune. 


W ith the present vogue of white 
serge suits, a few Ideas on their clean­ 
ing may be of interest 4o the « woman 
whose skirts are beginning to show 
signs of wear. 
Have no hesitation whatever about 
tubbing the skirt. 
It will shrink, of 
course, so it may be wise to rip the 
hem before washing, because, suppo­ 
sing the skirt fits 
the 
hips 
very 
smoothly at present, then in all prob­ 
ability it will be necessary to draw up 
the skirt an inch or two to make it 
set properly over the hips. 
This would necessitate cutting it off 
from the top, and as the skirt will also 
shrink in length, the rest of the hem. 
will be needed on the bottom and a 
facing used when making the new 
hem. 
Make a warm suds with water and 
white soap, adding a little borax . Im­ 
merse the skirt and souse 
up 
and 
down, rubbing any very soiled places 
with the hands. 
When clear it should be rinsed ia 
clear lukewarm water and borax , then, 
hung up to dry . 
First, turn wrong 
side out and pin to the line at waist­ 
band directly in center front. 
Keep the fold down the center front 
and pin the hem t# the line. Then put 
two or three pins between the belt and 
hem. 
As it dries the folds 
should 
bo 
smoothed, and, if necessary , the skirt 
pulled into shape. 
When almost perfectly dry press on. 
the wrong side "with a warm iron, put 
on a skirt hanger and put out in the 
air or sun. 
Carefully done, the skirt will look 
like new.
